Parish Council Notice on Road Safety 


The Residents Association have asked the Parish Council to amplify the 
notice published in last month's Newsletter. The following are some of the 
points which the Council wish to draw attention to: 


1) Motorists leaving the Village by the road intended for entry only; 


2) Motorists overtaking the queue of those waiting until it is safe to 
turn right out of the Village into the Huntingdon Road; 


3) Motorists who, when turning right into the Huntingdon Road, do not 
wait until it is safe to enter the correct lane, and therefore either 
drive or wait on the 'forbidden area'(marked by diagonal hatchings) ; 


4) Motorists stopping to pick up passengers from the bus-stop (for 
Cambridge), who stop in the roadway instead of in the layby. 


Natural Gas Conversion 


I am glad to say that there have been very few troubles, and those only 
of a minor sort. There was some trouble with heater pilot-lights blowing 
out, but after experiments, shields have been fitted wherever necessary and 
seem to have cured this fault. 


The contractors are on hand at St.Neots 3691 and will put further faults 
right as soon as possible after notification. They will be available until 
three months from the date of conversion. 


We have heard nothing but good of the conversion, and the fitters, 
and have sent our thanks to Mr. Hamer, the Field Conversion Manager. ie in 
his turn has sked me to thank all Bar Hill Residents for their excellent co- 
operation which made the work of his team particularly smooth.
